LOU  replied 
that  it  depends  on  v/h^h  he  is  going  to  meet  with  STONE  up  in  N.Y  to  discuss 
f^ritime  Committee  Matters,  probabty  Monday  or  Tuesday.  ^ELE/VNOR  said  that 
regarding  the .  radio  program  v/e^had  had  it  transcribe,  and  that  it  v/as  turned 
down  by  the  Blue,  NBC  and  Mutual  Networks,  in  FRISCO  on  the  grounds  that  it
